The whole wel- 
fare field was transformed from 
a system primarily intended — to 
help people in need, to a major

“Voluntary” Wage 
Deductions 


The high-pressure Winter- 
shilfe (oWinler Help") campaign, 
supposedly a method for getting 
everybody to contribute for poor 
relief, served a two-fold pur- 
pose, Managed and controlled 
completely by the Nazi party, it 
was calculated to impress upon 
ithe needy that they were beholden 
'to the party for the charity 
bestowed on them; it also pro- 
jvided a means of robbing the 
meiigre wages of the workers 
under the disguise of — charity. 
The street-corner solicitation, 
whereby every passerby is hijack- 
ed for a contribution, is the 
most publicised part of the 
Winter Help campaign; what is 
not so well known is that the 
major share of the funds come 
from = “voluntary” 
from the wages of workingmen, 

The Winter-Help deduction 
from pay envelopes in effect acts 
as a compulsory tax, in addition 
to other heavy taxation imposed 
on those least able to bear it. 
No public audit is made of the 
Winter Helo fund—by far the 
most ambitious welfare under- 
taking of the Nazis — so it Ss 
impossible to learn how much of 
it goes to the poor and how much 
to the party. Thousands of Ger- 
man workers find themselves in 
‘he humiliating position of hav- 
ing to accept as charity — to 
supplement their inadequate {n- 
comes—what has been taken {rom 
their wages. 


We could learn much from 
the mass physical-training pro- 
grammes of Germany which, by 
the way, were not original with 
the Nazis, but . were’ practical 
with much less fanfare “in pre- 
Hitler times.

The whole wel- 
fare field was transformed from 
a system primarily intended to! 
help people in need. to a major ,

““Voluntary’’ Wage 
Deductions 


The high-pressure Winters 
shitfe (' Winter Help’) campaign, 
supposedly a method for retting 
everybody to contribute for peor 
relief, served a two-fold pur- 
pose, Mahaged and controlled 
completely by the Nazi party, it 
was calculated to impress Upon 
the needy that they were beholden 
to the party for the charity 
bestowed on them; it also pro- 
vided a means of robbing — the 
meagre wages of the workers 
under the disguise of — charity. 
The street-corner — solicitation, 
whereby every passerby is hijack- 
ed for a contribution, is the 
most publicised part of the 
Winter Help campaign; what is | 
not so well known is that the 
major share of the funds come 
from “voluntary” deductions 
from the wages of workingmen, 

The Winter-Help deduction 
from pay envelopes in effect acts 
as a compulsory tax, in addition 
to other heavy taxation imposed 
on those least able to bear it. 
No public audit is made of the 
Winter Helo fund—by far the | 
most ambitious welfare under- 
taking of the: Nazis — so it is 
impossible to learn how much of 
it goes:to the poor and-how much 
to the party. Thousands of Ger- 
man workers find themselves in 


ed robots useful for military pur- 
poses. Hence the emphasis on 
pavdice training above all else 
n education. “Kinde, kuche, 
kirche”’ is the goal of education 
tor girls, Their fertility rate is 
the main criterion of thelr usc- 
tulness to the state. 

Germany Is perhaps the only 
country in the world where the 
government officially = encour- 
ages the bearing of children 
out of wedlock. 

Soldiers going off to war have 
been urged by officials to leave 
progeny behind, while girls were 
erigined to do their patriotic duty 
without imsisting ono marrage 
vows, The Hlegitin wey rate in 
Gempanvy is tneher than in any 
other Furopean country The 
rapid inerease of childmothers 
has alarmed German medical 
men. 

The exploitation of child labour 
iy rampant. In this sphere, as 
in others, there are impressive 
laws on the statute books for 
windowdressing, Thus, a really 
progressive-sounding law limiting 
child labour, which was to go 
into effect: January 1, 1939, was 
immediately nullified by a series 
of decrees authorising night work 
and up to 54 hours of labour for 
children. a 


Ruthless Disregard 


Germany under the republic 
was timong the foremost in the 
treatment of Juvenile delinquents. 
The Nazis changed all that. The 
former ideal was to rehabilitate 
the delinquent as a respectable 
member of — the community; the 
Nazi ideal is to break him. 
Enlightened reformatory — treat~ 
ment has been abolished. Whip- 
ping and other forms of corporal 
punishment have heen re- 
introduced, Reformatories have 
been transformed inte niilitary 
training eanips. 

“Phe new world," an official 
declared, “asks from the correc 
tional schools cooperation in the 
military training = of our youth, 
The goal of the | firm military 
attitude is not an affair of a single 
lesson, but it must prevail 
throughout the whole dav.” 

Social welfare in Germany, 
along with social Hfe in general, 
is characterised by a ruthi¢ss 
disregard for the human per~ 
sonality. Lest we feel, in con- 
trast. too complacent and smug 
about our own welfare system,

Pre-Hitler Germany had a 
pood system of unemployment 
relief, but the Weimar Republic's 
jailure to eliminate the mass Un- 
employment which made relief 
necessary was a leading factor in 
its final downfall.

Gestapo’s Prisoner: 
£1,500,000 Demand 


Fritz Thyssen, the steel 
magnate who financed 
Hitler’s rise to power, is a 
prisoner in the Hotel 
Continental in Paris, it is 
learned in Buenos Aires. 


He and his wife are being held 
by the Gestapo for something like 
their last £1,500.000, a conserva- 
tive estimate of the value of 
Thyssen’s holdings in New York. 

Thyssen incurred Hitler's en- 
mity by opposing the pact with 
the Soviet. Stripped by the Ger- 
mans of his vast wealth in Ger- 
many, he fied his native land 18 
months ago. 

When the Germans invaded the 
Low Countries last May the 
Thyssens fed from Paris, They 
lived for a time in Nice, but after 
» the Franco-German armistice 
moved to Cannes. There they 
awaited the results of the efforts 
of prominent Americans to obtain 
United States visas for them. 

The State Department refused 
to admit Thyssen. His legal 
representatlve in Buenos Aires 
was more. successful, and in 

November the Argentine For- 

eign Office authorised the 

Argentine Consulate In Mar- 

sellles to Issue the necessary 

visas, 

This proved of no avail. The 
French authorities stopped the 
exit permits on the grounds that 
Thyssen and his wife might fall 
into the classification of persons 
to be handed over to the Germans 
‘under the armistice terms. 
| 


Kidnapping Plan 


Early in January a group of 
South American friends - made 
arrangements with a company of 
Spanish adventureres, who, for 
£25,000, were to kidnap the 
Thyssens from Unoccupied France 
and take them-into Spanish waters 
in a yacht. 

By this time, however, Nazi 
lawyers In Buenos Alrts had 
been instructed to open ransom 
negotiatione® with Thyssen's 
daughter. 

The attitude of indifference 
assumed by the Thyssens’ lawyer 
aroused the Germans’ suspicions. 
As a. result of their report to 
Berlin the French police, late in 
January told the Thyssens to leave 
the Riviera for a supervised resi- 
dence, .

The following telegra- 
phic instructions have 


just been received from 
the Secretary of State:— 


The procedure regarding gifts 
of food sent to the United King- 
dom from abroad has been re- 
viewed and in order to conserve 
shipping space for more urgent 
supplies such gifts will be allowed 
only subject: to following condi- 
tions. 

(A) Bona fide unsolicited gifts 
whether they include rationed 
{ood or not may be received from 
abroad by parcel post addressed 
to individuals, No parcel may 
exceed 5 Ibs, gross weight or 
contaln more than lbs. of any 
one foodstuff, The maximum of 
5 lbs. will algo be applied by 
Board of Trade in the case of 
non-foodstults, No port per- 
mit or Heence — into the United 
Kingdom is required in such 
cases, but export per mits will be 
required in Hong Kong. All par- 
cels must be clearly marked as 
GIFTS. 

(B) A gift cannot be regarded 
us “unsolicited” where it) has 
been received as on result of some 
prier communication seat by re- 
ciplent to donor, Moreover, the 
at frequent in- 
tervals cannot be permitte “dd. 

(C) Licences whieh have been 

granted to dmparters to receive 
Fueiwsu@int gifts in bulle for dis- 
tribution through parect post on 
arrival ino the United Kingdom 
wall not be renewed ov any fire 
ther licences of this type ap- 
proved. Existing licences and 
those recently expired and under 
consideration for rene awal will be 
held to cover consignments de- 
spatehed from abroad by June 
28th 

(D) Where {tt is desired to send 
larger quantities of foodstuffs 
(whieh aust not include yationed 
food) arrangements must first be 
mide for some responsible 
organisation in the United King- 
dom formed for charitable or 
similar purposes to be the re- 
cipient of such gifts, Application 
for » licence must then be made 
to the Ministry of Food by the 
organisation which will be requir- 
ed to give an undertaking that 
goods will be consumed ee 
that or ganisation, For example, 
recipient is a hospital — the a 
would be supplied to patients 
or members of staff. 

(E) In the case of neither par- 
cels nor larger consignments will 
it be permitted to send) any 
money out of the United King- 
dom in respect of gifts of food.

The following telegra- | 
phic instructions have 
just been received from 
the Secretary of State:— 


The procedure regarding gifts 
of fued sent to the United King- 
dom from abroad has been re- 
viewed and in order to conserve 
shipping space for more urgent 
supplies such gifts will be allowed 
only subject to following condi- 
tions. 

(A) Bona fide unsolicited gifts 
whether they include rationed 
food or not may be received from 
broad by parce) post addressed 
to individuals, No parcel may 
exceed 5 Ibs. gross weight or 
contain more than 2 lbs. of any 
one foodstuff, The maximum of 
5 Ibe will also be applied by 
Board of Trade in the case of 
non- foodstuffs, No import per- 
mit or licence into the United 
Kingdom is required = In such 
cases, but export permits will be 
required in Hong Kong. All par- 
cels must, be clearly marked as 
GIFTS. 

(B) A gift cannot be regarded 
ng “unsolicited” where it) has 
been received us a result of some 
prior communication sent by re- 
ciplent to donor, Moreover, the 
receipt of gifts at frequent i- 
tervals cannot be permitted. 

(C) Licences which have been 
granted to importers to receive 
individual wiftsy an bulk for dis- 
tribution through parce] post on 
arrival in the United Kingdom 
will not be renewed or any fur- 
ther heences of this type ap- 
proved, Existing licences and 
those recently expired and under 
consideration for renewal will be 
held to cover consignments de- 
spatehed fram abroad by June 
28th. 

(1) Where ft is desired to send 
larger quantities of foodstulfs 
(which noust not include rationed 
food) urrangemebdts must first be 
made — for some responsible 
organisation in the United King- 
dom formed — for charitable | or 
similar purposes to be the re- 
cipient of such gifts. Application 
for a Hcence must then be made 
to the Ministry of Food by the 
organisation which will be requir- 
ed to give an undertaking that 
goods Will be consumed within 
that organisation, For example, if 
recipient is a hospital the food 
would be supplied to patients 
or members of staff. 

(KE) In the case of neither par- 
cels nor larger consignments will 
It be permitted to send any 
money out of the United King- 
dom in respect of gifts of food. 

(KF) These regulations will apply 
in respect of all gifts despatched 
from abroad after June 28, 
1941
